"Si un siege a 1'une des Chambres devient vacant, le Secretaire 
general, apres avoir consulte les Presidents du Conseil de securite et 
de l'Assemblee generale, nomme une personne reunissant les conditions 
indiquees au paragraphe 1 ci-dessus pour sieger jusqu'a 1'expiration 
du mandat de son predecesseur. 11 

A cet egard, permettez-moi de vous rappeler que le juge Gabrielle Kirk 
McDonald, de nationality americaine, a donne sa demission de juge aux Chambres 
du Tribunal international, avec effet au 17 novembre 1999 (elle continuera 
toutefois de sieger jusqu'a leur terme pour toutes les affaires dont elle a ete 
chargee et pour lesquelles des audiences devraient encore avoir lieu apres cette 
date) .
